U.  S.  COLONIAL  COINS 


The  collection  of  U.  S.  Colonials  and  early  State  coins  and  tokens  being  offered 
here  includes  most  of  the  interesting  types  in  this  fascinating  series.  A shortage  of 
small  change  had  long  plagued  the  economy  of  the  American  Colonies.  During  the 
last  quarter  of  the  18th  Century,  Britain  herself  suffered  from  similar  inadequate 
supplies  of  minor  coins  and  was  quite  unable  to  come  to  the  aid  of  her  overseas 
possessions  in  North  America.  The  si<ua/ion  was  not  alleviated  after  the  Revolution 
for  many  years.  To  meet  their  own  urgent  needs  individual  businessmen,  as  well  as 
the  new  State  Governments,  undertook  to  strike  coins  and  tokens.  Although  these 
coins  showed  substantial  variation  in  artistic  excellence,  weight,  and  quality  of 
execution  they  were  eagerly  accepted  by  the  public  because  they  filled  a vital  com- 
mercial need. 

The  wide  variety  of  copper  coins  and  tokens,  given  the  generic  name  of  Colonials, 
are  witness  to  an  important  aspect  of  the  history  of  this  country.  As  the  Bi-centennial 
approaches,  the  increasing  interest  being  shown  in  all  forms  of  Americana  has  had 
a marked  effect  on  the  prices  of  art  objects  associated  with  the  early  days  of  our 
Republic.  So  far  Colonials  may  not  have  caught  the  public's  imagination  to  the  extent 
shown  in  the  fields  of  painting,  silver,  and  house  furnishings.  It  seems  to  us  that  it 
is  time  for  the  wise  collector  to  turn  his  attention  to  the  Colonial  series.  The  coins  will 
stimulate  his  appreciation  of  American  history  and,  at  the  same  time,  can  be  con- 
sidered part  of  our  Nation's  heritage.

1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  1.  Large  Planchet.  The  Small  Tree  type,  and  the 
one  used  in  the  Red  Book  to  illustrate  the  Large  Planchet  style.  Very  late 
state  of  the  dies  (see  Noe  Plate  Vl-h).  An  excellent  specimen,  of  full  weight 
(7214  grains).  Though  the  planchet  is  somewhat  irregular  (as  made)  as  are 
almost  all  that  we've  seen,  there  are  no  defects  or  damage,  and  a good  deal 
of  original  lustre  still  adheres.  Uncirculated  and  a twin  to  the  Gibson  speci- 
men (see  lot  3,  Nov.  11,  1974).

The  slight  weakness  of  the 
tree  is  diagnostic  of  this  variety  as  it  is  of  the  same  die  that  was  used  for  Noe 
4,  and  was  weakened  by  use  (see  Noe  page  31).  An  exceptionally  nice  ex- 
ample.

Complete  beading  on  the  reverse  and  about  90%  on  the  obverse,  just  as  the 
Noe  Plate  coin  exhibits.  Late  die  state  as  seen  on  Plate  VI  e.  The  N of  IN  on 
the  obverse  is  reversed.  The  reverse  is  distinctive  in  that  it  is  the  only  variety 
to  have  NE  of  NEW  joined  at  their  upright  as  a monogram.  By  far  the  nicest 
Noe  8 that  we've  seen  or  offered.

The 
finest  known,  which  we  sold  in  our  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  Sale, 
October  23-24,  1970,  lot  38,  weighed  47.6  grains.  This  specimen  weighs  441/2 
grains.  Very  sharp  and  full  tree,  date,  and  denomination,  but  very  little  of 
the  legends  show.  Of  great  importance  to  the  die  variety  specialist.  Very 
Fine.

This  specimen  shows  about  half  of  the  top  letters  and  can  almost  be  assigned 
the  33-a  designation,  and  it  also  has  the  advanced  die  break  that  Noe 
describes.  It  weighs  31%  grains  which  compares  favorably  with  Noe's  33a 
at  31.8  grains.  A small  dig  in  the  field  under  the  left  side  of  the  root.  Other- 
wise a nice,  evenly  worn  coin,  and  a much  rarer  denomination  than  the 
shilling.

Late  state  of  the  die  (not  mentioned  by  Noe)  showing  a heavy  rim  break 
above  AS  from  the  edge  to  the  beading.

This  rarity,  the  legendary  "Louis  Quinze," 
has  only  been  offered  at  public  auction  twice  in  this  country,  to 
our  knowledge,  since  1940.  The  other  example  placed  on  the  block 
appeared  as  lot  1500  in  Mike  Kolman's  1964  A N.A.  Convention 
sale,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where  it  sold  for  $4,100.00  on  the  floor  to 
collector  J.  Guy  Qements.  This  coin  has  long  been  known  as  a 
very  important  item!  The  inferior  G.  F.  Ulex  piece,  for  instance, 
sold  for  670  marks  in  1908  (Adolph  Hess  sale,  Frankfurt),  while  in 
the  same  auction  an  Extremely  Fine  1792  Washington  Getz  half 
dollar  in  copper  realized  110  marks.  This  is  the  first  specimen  that 
we  remember  handling  and  it  is  a splendid  opportunity.

Chomeou."  This  ship  set  sail  from  Rochefort,  July  1725  carrying  among  other 
things,  many  gold  and  silver  coins  with  which  to  pay  the  troops  in  North 
America.  The  ship  went  down  the  night  of  August  25-26,  1725  off  the  coast 
of  Nova  Scotia,  and  none  of  these  coins  were  recovered  until  the  mid 
1960's.  (See  Parke-Bernet  catalog:  RECOVERED  TREASURE  FROM  LE 
CHAMEAU  12/10-11/71).  Neither  this,  nor  the  following  three  coins  ever 
saw  any  circulation,  but  were  under  sea  water  for  about  240  years,  which 
account  for  some  of  the  stains,  etc.  This  specimen  is  somewhat  softly  struck 
on  the  bust,  but  very  sharply  struck  on  the  reverse.

The  original  design,  as  executed  by  Robert 
Scot,  is  attractive  in  its  own  right,  but  in  PROOF  it  is  simply 
breathtaking.  Bolender  lists  this  piece  as  a Rarity  8,  Taxay  as  a 
Rarity  7,  and  Eric  Newman  in  his  book  indicates  10-12  of  each 
PROOF  year  were  coined.  We  seriously  doubt  that  a dozen  of  each 
of  the  PROOF  dates  were  made  because  to  the  best  of  our  know- 
ledge not  even  one  of  any  of  the  PROOF  years  has  reached  the 
Public  Auction  Market  in  more  than  a decade.

467  1861  CENT.  RESTRIKE  IN  GOLD.  This  coin  was  acquired  at  the  Lester 

Merkin  Sale,  October  1973  where  it  was  described  as  follows: 
"Designed  by  Robert  Lovett,  Jr.  in  Philadelphia  for  the  Confed- 
eracy. After  striking  twelve  pieces  in  copper-nickel,  Lovett  fearing 
prosecution  by  the  United  States  government,  hid  the  coins  and 
dies.  According  to  the  Redbook,  Capt.  J.  W.  Hazeltine,  Philadelphia 
coin  dealer  later  bought  the  cents  and  dies,  striking  seven  pieces 
in  gold,  twelve  in  silver  and  fifty-five  in  copper.  However,  quoting 
J.  W.  Hazeltine  from  Confederate  Currency  and  Stamps  (1949)  by 
Claud  Fuller  and  published  by  the  Tennessee  Division,  Confeder- 
ate Daughters  of  the  Revolution,  Hazeltine  states,  'I  purchased 
the  dies  from  him  (Lovett)  and,  as  you  all  probably  know,  did  not 
strike  any  in  nickel  (copper-nickel)  considering  them  to  a certain 
degree  as  originals,  but  we  had  three  struck  in  gold,  and  I believe 
five  in  silver  and  fifty-five  in  copper,  the  die  breaking  on  the  fifty- 
ninth  piece,  which  is  in  existence  showing  the  break  in  the  die.' 
We  have  been  able  to  trace  only  two  others;  one  in  the  Eliasberg 
collection  in  Baltimore,  another  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  and  this  one,  which  is  better  than  Fine,  closer 
to  VF.
